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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "top mold and bottom mold member" in claims 6, 
lines 12-13. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
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the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Engelberger et al., USP 5,973,424 in view of Kobayashi et al., USP 6,756,709. 

The cited primary reference substantially teaches the basic claimed method of 
molding an encapsulating resinous material around a stator core, which is positioned on 
a mold core member within an injection mold. The detailed method steps comprise 
providing a mold core 23, with a cylindrical projection portion, and positioning a stator 
core on the mandrel, and surrounding the assembly with mold members. An 
encapsulating resin is injection molded around the stator core. See col. 2, lines 1-40. 

The cited primary reference does not teach a resolver winding as claimed. 

The added secondary reference teaches as conventional the feature of a stator 
structure of a variable reluctance resolver with inner windings, readable on the claimed 
resolver. The stator assembly comprises the core and additional components 
surrounded with a synthetic resin material, wherein a portion of the core is exposed. 
See col. 4, lines 1-20; col. 6, lines 50-65. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to include any number of conventional stator cores, including 
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resolver windings as shown in the added reference, for encapsulating a resolver 
winding as desired. 

With respect to claims 3-4, 8-9, note that the claimed materials are conventional 
and are further demonstrated in the primary reference at col. 2, lines 33-40. 

With respect to claims 2, 5, 7, note that the primary reference discloses that core 
23 centers the stator within the mold cavity at col. 1 , lines 50-67. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. USP's 4573258; 5038460; 5584114; 5628951; 5853643; 
6750577.
